Much has been writ- 
ten concerning the pleasure and amusement which result 
from the study and the possession of Coins and Medals. 
To such as are devoted to this innocent and laudable pur- 
suit; who by it have extended their knowledge, reſined 


their taste, and experienced the joys of the fond and suc-

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occupation which it affords, it may be important to notice 
that the celebrated names of the Emperor Charles V, 
E Petrarch, our own Charles I. and II, Cromwell, the great 
painter Rubens, the sublime artist Michael Angelo, Jame- 
son the Vandyck of Scotland, the àccomplished Sir Hans 
Sloane, the learned Camden, the elegant Addison, Lord 
Orford, Dr. William Hunter, besides those of many other 
respectable and learned personages both dead and living, 
are to be classed among the collectors and lovers of Medals. 
In Italy, France, and Germany the attachment to this 
branch of science has always been carried to a much greater 
height than with us. Mr. Pinkerton informs us, from 
Goltzins, of the amazing number of cabinets formed in 
those countries ; infers that in each they must have greatly 
exceeded those of Britain at every period; and acquaints us 
that an accomplished French Gentleman (5) of large for- 
tune felt this attachment so powerfully, as to continue to 
write on the subject (by a singular contrivance) after he had 
lost his eye-sight in the infirmities of age. — His whole 
works were published at Paris from 1762 to 1778, consist- 
ing of ten large quartos.

tions of human invention. They are the most faithful of all 
; ' recorders ; the cheapest, most minute, and portable of all 


pictures ; they have greatly elucidated history; they have 
raised our estimation of the state of arts, taste, and inge - 
nuity in ancient Greece and Rome; and if patronized by 
the wealthy, if well designed and well executed during the 
present age in Britain, they will form a true mirror of the 
existing features of the times, and hand down to posterity 
the well- earned reputation of our islanders for industry, 
commerce, and arts, while the globe continues to revolve. 

This may be deemed strong language, and perhaps be 
derided by some as extravagant. But I claim the justice of 
a cool and considerate investigation of every position made, 
and of every epithet applied to the objects of this study; 
and then, I humbly ask if it be possible that any one of them 
can be disproved, or shewn to be inapplicable ? 

The right of coinage appears almost always to have been 
authorized by Law, and invested in the Executive Power of 
every nation and people, from the days when the names of 
the Archons appeared on the tetradrachmas of Athens, to the 
period of the last struck Shilling of George the third. The 
most remarkable exceptions are, in ancient mintages, those 
of the patrician families in the Roman Republic, who, as 
7 far as I have read, were not by the Roman law accountable to 
4 the state, for the purity and weight of their Denarii; and in

devices and allusions, have of late years become numerous be- 
yond all precedent in this country; and some of them being 
of interesting design and elegant,execution, besides having 
keenly awakened the undistinguishing rage of the mere- vir- 
tuoso, have very much attracted the attention of lettered 
medallists, and gentlemen of taste in the arts. We find 
also that several Lists have already been attempted to be 
made of them; of those, Mr. Birchall's of Leeds, though 
far from being strictly Medallic in the form of its arrange - 
ment, is the least exceptionable. Great numbers of them 
have been engraven, and published in plates by Mr. Pye 
of Birmingham, and Mr. Denton of London. Several 
Essays concerning them have also been published in the 
most respectable literary journals of the time; but as these 
are in every person's hands, or easily accessible, few ex- 
tracts are proposed to be given from them; a list of them 
however is subjoined (e), wherein they are numbered for 
the purpose of reference. Nor shall we be surprized by 
these effects; nor by the attention paid to these pieces, if 
their importance be fairly estimated. Above two thousand 
varieties are described in this book, all struck within the

workmanship; or of that description justly stigmatized by 


the writers of the Essays marked 1, 2, and 3, as consisting 
of the most trifling varieties, formed by crossing dies which 
conjoin absurd and incongruous obverses and reverses, 


changing dates, &c. with a view to derive a little paltry 


profit from a few collectors, who it. iz to be regretted 
should encourage such impositions; still perhaps one 
third of the number are worthy the notice of every medal - 
list of judgment.

time may come, when our posterity will be as much inte- 
rested concerning the form of St. Paul's church, as we are 
to ascertain what were e the real proportions of the tower of 
Babylon. | 
To those who may have studied and collected ancient 
and modern serieses, but have disdained the recently issued 
provincial Coins and Medalets, it may be stated, that if even 
one third of the number arranged by the Editor, be allow- 
ed, as has been assumed, to be estimable from variety 
of design, interesting objects represented, or good execu- 
cution ; can the same be justly said of a like number of any 
series, in any metal, of any of the national coinages of kings 
in modern Europe, from the days of Cunobeline to those 
of His present Majesty? I am far from wishing to depre- 
ciate such serieses, and am aware of their usefulness to the 
Antiquary and Historian; but the reply which every reader 
intelligent in the subject, and unfettered hy prejudice, must 
give to this query, may reflect no small consequence on the 
subject of this book. 4

The Halfpennies of Anglesey, Macclesfield, Edin- 
burgh, Dundee, Cronebane, and several others, formed 
originally a good and respectable medium; and were even 
heavier than any coin of that denomination, that had ever 
previously issued from our national mint. But it is well 
| known that the 03/igation to pay was in a short time evaded, 
and the country speedily inundated by the basest imitations 
of them; some made payable every where, others no where, 
and all diminished in purity and weight. The massy nati- 
onal coinage, however, now on the anvil of fabrication for 
Government, by that ingenious and useful member of socie- 
ty Mr. Boulton, is likely soon to supplant the whole. 

Of the second species, it must be observed, that, as they 
may still continue to be struck, but must always be sold by 
dealers at prices considerably above their intrinsic worth, in 
order to defray the expence of dies, &c. it were far better 
that fewer should be issued, but the fabric of these few im- 
proved, and their designs varied.

In future improvement, however, — should 
be paid to the selection of those objects which this mode of 
representation is best calculated to exhibit.

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vation of literature and the fine arts, have been considered 


by many enlightened persons as calculated to produce great 
effects. Hence the formation of the many literary societies 


in Europe, towards the close of the last, and during this 
century, The fruits of such combinations have been very 
great and valuable; but I have read of. no society formed 
to promote the science and execution of Medals, except 
that under Louis XIV, wherein a body of ingenious men 
received salaries for this purpose; and Mr. Addison ac- 
knowledges in his third Dialogue (after pointing out several 
defects in the pieces struck by them) that, at the time when 
he wrote,“ this series was the most perfect of any among 
© the moderns, in the beauty of the work, the aptness of 
& the device, and the propriety of the legend.“ 

In the present circumstances of our public exigencies, 
new establishments of this sort are not, perhaps, reasonably 
to be expected from Government. But I may be permitted 
to suggest the formation of a Society in London, under the 
designation of The MEepaLLIic SOCIETY OF BRITAIN. 

It might be proposed—first—that the principal object of 
the Society be the cultivation of elegant design and execu- 
tion in Medals; and that they employ artists to 'strike 
Medals commemorating various interesting productions, 
characters, and events relative to Britain, For this. pur- 
pose, the Society should have funds, raised by the sub- 
scription of the members, ou the admission of new asso- 
ciates, and by annual contribution. But it would be a con— 
siderable reduction of expence, and great benefit to the 


study, if when any Medal were struck, after each mem- 


ber had received one specimen, the remainder of the 
impression were sold, at a moderate price to dealers; and

| likely occasion an extensive sale. 4 

Second, this might also be a literary and ceientific x 
and hold periodical meetings for the discussion and investi- 
gation of all subjects relative to Coins and Medals, ancient -_ 
and modern. This might lead to the occasional publication 7 
of Medallic Transactions, embellished by many curious and | 
useful designs : and the initials denoting a fellow of this 
Society, would of course become a literary honour. 

These are the outlines of a scheme; but much enlarge- 
ment, improvement, and the arrangement of many minutiae 
would be required to give it existence and effect. 

I know no objection that may be made to these pro- 
posals, so weighty as that suggested by the present state of | 
the times, and the gloom which pervades the minds of many, 
fiom the pressure of national and private difficulties. But 
it may be recollected that large sums of money have been, 
and likely will continue to be given in the patronage of 
painting, drama, and music. Even a small proportion of 
such expenditure, directed to the object proposed, would 
have great effects, 

It is to be hoped, and earnestly wished, that some of the - 
distingnished patrons of the arts in Britain would take this 
subject into consideration. By fostering a taste for well- 
designed and highly finished Medals, they might indulge 
some of the worthiest feelings of human nature, in the 
benevolent patronage of poor and meritorious artists; they 
might delight and instruet future ages; and render per- 
manent the most important characteristics of the present, 
by exhibiting in those durable monuments, the emblems of
